‘While government circles in Japan main-| 
tain a somewhat restrained attitude on the:

adopts a belligerent tone. ‘That was only to’ 
be expected. “Tokyo wili undoubtedly want, 
to find out the full effect of the freezing of 
Japanese. funds and credits by the two| 
‘countries on the one hand, and to ascertain’ 
exactly how effective her ‘own actions of a. 
similar nature are likely to be. It is not 
expected that they will be very. effective| 
because of the simple reason that foreign’ 
funds and eredits in Japan have for a long. 
while been under control which has had the 
effect of freezing. From that point of view 
the common action of Britain and the United 
States may be considered to have much. 
significance than, the reply | which 
Japanese Government have made. 
‘Much has been made in the Japanese Press| 
of the contention that the application of 
economic, sanctions against Japan is doing| 
considerable damage to American interests, 
and in this connection the "Japan Times and 
Advertiser,” considered as representing the 
Views of ‘the Foreign Office, claims that 
American businessmen with’ interests in 
‘Japanese trade have been badly shaken by. 
the presidential order, that the _ great| 
American silk industry ‘has been disrupted | 
and that some 175,000 men and women have 
been thrown out’ of work. In considering. 
‘economic sanctions the main question to be

It is not possible to accept the contention 
of the Japanese journal that the present| 
“tension in the Far East is of the United 
States’ own making.” There was no tension 
in this part of the world until Japan com~ 
menced to menace third party interests in 
China some four years ago. From the com~ 
mencement of the “China Incident” the. 
situation in the Pacific has gradually wor- 
sened. Both Great Britain and the United 
States have displayed a degree of patience 
in the circumstances which is little short 
‘of amazing. Japan on the other hand has, 
‘moved continually'in a manner which has| 
placed an inordinate strain upon’ the for- 
bearance of the two great democracies. Thi 
patience is rapidly being stretched to th 
breaking point. ‘The application of economic 
sanctions is the first warning that Japan is 
in danger of going too 
in Tokyo who believe either Britain, or the 
United States are bluffing, they are likely to 
receive a rude shock if Japan pursues her 
present dangerous policy, for existing tension 
in the Far East is her responsibility and 
hers alone. 















THE GERMANS HELD 
Aug. 7. 

It is reported from Berne that, according 
fo German authorities, the battle of Smolensk 
has ended, and that the battle of the Ukraine 
is commencing. ‘If the former statement is 
true it means ‘that’ the Soviet armies have 
succeeded in holding the German onslaught 
in the middle of the long front which has 
been established, and that the expensive 
‘efforts of the Germans in that area have been 
brought to naught. It is an interesting fact 
that for at least a fortnight the Germans 
have been unable to claim the capture of 
‘any important town, or the reduction of any 
position valuable to’ the Russian defence. If 
Ivis true that the battle for the Ukraine is 
now commencing it merely means that the 
Germans are shifting their ground and seek- 
ing to find a weak spot in the Russian re~ 
Histance, which, its perfectly clear now, 
has thoroughly surprised thelr high command. 
The latter appear to have completely under- 

imated the worth of the Russian armies 
and are paying dearly for their mistake. 

‘That accounts for the confidence which is, 
being expressed in Moscow as to the out- 
come of the campaign. During more than 
six long weeks of fighting the Russians have 
tested out the weight and strength of the 
despite the inital advantage wich surprise 

lespite the initial advantage which surprise 
fave ‘them. The invasion as first been 
slowed down and may now be considered to 
be held. There are reports current to the 
effect that the German high command is re- 
organizing their forces for a third great offen- 
sive, and that this accounts for the lull in 
the fighting for the past few days, ‘That may 
be true, but no reorganization will be really 
‘complete before the Germans have liquidated 
the Russian guerilla bands which are wreak- 
ing much damage to German lines of com- 
munication as far, as two hundred miles 
behind what passes nowadays for thé German 
front. ‘The ‘enemy propagandists speak 
glibly of pockets in which Soviet troops are 
encircled, suggesting that they are consider 
ably hindered in their activities, but the fact 
is that they have very considerable freedom 
of movement which is proving very em- 
barrassing to thelr opponents, 

In reading the various reports as they come 
to hand it is necessary to discard the idea of 
a front such as was understood in the last 
war. ‘There is in western Russia at the 
resent time nothing quite so static, nor so 
sharply defined, and the penetration’ of each 
other's lines indicates a long deep battleficld 
in which there is very considerable liquidity 
‘of movement. Despite all this the fact re- 
mains that the general Russian position has 
been hield for over three weeks against every- 
thing that the Germans have been able to 
do against it. Progress has been small and 
local. It remains to be seen whether the 
next’ German offensive. will be any more 
effective than the two preceding ones, If it 
fs not, then ‘Germany will be bogged down 
In western Russia during the coming winter 
and their lot will be most unenviable, for it 
is extremely doubtful whether the Germans 
would be able fo indulge in a fourth offensive 
before nature comes to the assistance of the 
Russians as it did more than a century ago. 

Whether Germany will be able to persuade 
Japan to apply a counter-irritant to Russia 
in the shape of an attatk upon the Maritime 
Provinces remains to be seen, Should that) 
be attempted it will indeed be a confession 
‘on the part of Hitler of uneasiness concerning) 
the outcome of the Russian campaign. Some 














speculation appears to exist as to what would 
Britain's position in the event of Japan 
taking any such action. It is at present con- 





tended that the Anglo-Soviet alliance is 
directed solely against Germany, but, if Japan 
is induced 0 enter the war ‘to contribute 
towards a German viclory, it is logleal to 
suppose that Britain would'take such action 
as would be necessary towards assisting 
Russia to defend herself in the Far East. 
‘Much, ,of course, would depend upon the 
altitude of the United States, but, the prime 
essential being the defeat of ‘aggression, it is 
not, thought likely that Washington would 
withhold support from any move which Great 
Britain might make towards the destruction 
of the common enemy and the thwarting of 
any, assistance which Japan may be ill 
advised enough (0 seek to give her Germa 
ally. ' 














MR. EDEN’S WARNING 


Aug. 8. 

With the Japanese Press, obviously inspired, 
banging the big drum on the subject of 
alleged British intrigues in ‘Thailand, in which 
there is not one word of truth, Mr, Anthony 
Eden's warning ‘during the debaie in the 
House of Commons on the subject of the 
progress of the war is timely. ‘The technique 
Adopted by the Japanese is in accordance 
‘with the formula already fully established by 
Hider, and employed by the former prior to 
{helt forcing Vichy to accede to their demand 
for the handing over of bases in French Indo~ 
China. Great Britain has no’ designs upon 
‘Thailand. She never has had. Instead she 
has maintained a” friendship with that 
country for ‘well over a century, during which 
time she was able to serve it in many direp- 
tions which have proved beneficial. "There is, 
most certainly no desire on the part of the 
British Government to take any’ step with 
regard to Thailand which would ‘have the 
effect of adding to its already big commit 
ments, 

But it is clear that Japan has. In an 
attempt to. proceed further with its south 
‘wards expansionist movement Tokyo is 
endeavouring to bring Thailand within the 
sphere of its influence, and embody it in the 
so-called new order in Asia, And, as. she 
Goes so, she is increasing ihe threat to British 
interest(s in Burma and the ‘Malay. States. 
‘Mr. den has blunily stated “that any action 
which would threaten the independence and 
Integrity of ‘Thailand would be a matier of 
Immediate concern to this country, ‘more 
particularly “as threatening’ the security of 
Bingapore.” ‘The Foreign. Secretary, wisely 
did. not attempt to foreshadow what action 
would be taken in the event of Japan pro- 
Seeding with what is ebviously her intention, 
That, ‘perhaps, is just as well, for nothin 
can be done which does not have the full 
Support ‘of the American "and Netherlands 
Governments, but there is not the slightest 
room for doubt that, if the situation should 
call for firm action, it will be fortheoming. 

will indeed be unfortunate it the 
Japanese allow themselves (o be misled by 
ihe monstrous German claims ‘regarding 
alleged overwhelming successes "against 
Russia, designed for the reassurance ‘of the 
German people on the one hand,—and they

‘That led. fo a Fecesting of the scheme. to 
bring {t within legal limitations, the recall 
of tickets already sold, and the issuing of 
others, raffle nevertheless was held,| 
proved highly successful, and Dr_ Ranlen's 
intervention was brought to naught. In 
January of this year Dr. Rankin appears to 
have taken offence at ‘the action of this 
journal in advocating the establishment of a 
municipal lottery, submitting extracts from. 
English law, which he believed supported his 
contention "that the ‘“North-China Daily: 
News” had committed an indictable offence 
in adopting such a course and that action| 
could be taken against it in the British Court. 
Why he did not do so is not known to this 
journal, It may be remarked that if it was 
unlawful for the “North-China 
to advocate the establishment of 
Jotiery it was apparently lawful a tle tater 
for a member of the Legislative Counell, in 
the Malay States to put forward a somewhat| 
similar proposition.

Rankin suddenly discovers the iniquity of 
the British Press in publishing announcements 
concerning it. ‘The height of Dr. Rankin's

equalled by his vigilance against -what, he 
happens to consider evil. It is fortunate that 
everyone does not think like him, for if they 
id the lot of the refugees, which’ the Loterie 
de Bienfaisance has assisted so splendidly, 
might indeed have been much worse than It 
actually was.

weeks have passed since: Hitler 
commenced the invasion of fuscia.

thoroughly extended them. The -past. week 
has shown little development. Claiming some 
advance in Estonia the Germans have ‘not yet 
succeeded in encircling Leni while to 
the north of that city the combined German 

"id Finnish forces find it hard going against 
the Russians who have succeeded in prevent- 
ing their union with the German forces 
‘seeking to work up from the south of the 
city, .No progress appears to have been made 
in the region of Smolensk which has not yet 
fallen into German hands, while Nazi claims 
to have been making progress in the Ukraine 
have not yet been substantiated by any 
Russian admission. 

Perhaps the most striking feature of the 
past week is the bombing of Berlin by Russian 
aireraft. Not much is known concerning the 
magnitude of the two raids, but as M. Lozov- 
sky has promised that there shall be more 
of them it is possible that ultimately the fact 
that Russia is able to raid the enemy capital 
may produce a psychological effect which 
may not be at all to Hilter's liking. Another 
interesting development has been the manner 
in which the German propaganda machine 
hhas been operating. When it was realized 
that the German armies were being held by 
the Russians, and it was impossible to record 
territorial gains for German civilians to 
record on their maps, the story was spread 
‘about that the German aim was not territorial 
gain but the annihilation of the Russian 
armies. ‘The change of story was significant, 
as indicating a breakdown of the original 
German plans on the one hand, and as 
paration for the new type of yarn witt 
Goebbels was seeking to continue. the delu- 
sion of the German people, 


‘With the ground so prepared the Germans 
came out with the astounding claim last week. 
that over four million Russians had been 
accounted for, of which three million were 
alleged to have been killed. Tt is known that 
when the invasion started the Russians had’ 
4,500,000 men available in western Russia’ 
with which to resist the Germans. Certain’ 
eserves are known to have been utilized by 
the Russians, and according to the Germans| 
the last of those, have been, thrown into, the 
struggle quite a humber of times. The posi~' 
tion then seems tobe that if the German 
‘claims are correct the Russian army has been. 
‘almost completely wiped out and that what 
the Germans are at present doing, must be 
something akin to “shadow boxing,” and not! 
‘even making progress at that, ‘That, of course, 
Ig absurd and the fact is that the Russian 
armies which the Germans claim to have 
destroyed are very much still in existence, 
‘and if the German story is to be believed 
holding their enemy at all points save, per- 
haps, in the Ukraine and along the shore of 
the Black Sea. But the Germans have shown| 
themselves throughout this campaign such 
arrant liars that it is quite impossible to 
believe one word they say. 

‘Russian claims on the other hand are much 
more moderate. ‘They allege that some 
1,500,000 Germans have been accounted for 
a5 slain, wounded or taken prisoner. The 
large number of wounded, passing back to 
Germany in train after train has caused thé 
|German authorities some concern lest the sight 
of them should have an unfortunate effect 
upon German moral. ‘They have consequently 
resorted to moving thelr casualties ‘at night 
‘or by barges along the rivers in order that. 
the general public shall be unable to get a 
Feal idea_of the huge wastage in human 
‘material Germany is suffering as a result of 
this latest exhibition of Hitler's military’ 
genius. If the Russian estimates are correct, 
and there is every reason to believe that: 
{hey are, then the Nazis appear to have lost 
approximately one-third of the effectives with 
which they ‘commenced the invasion 
Russia, That is indeed a severe blow, and:

Policy,” “life lines,” “encirclement,” the “new 
order in East Asia,” and the “East Asia co- 
prosperity sphere." There have also been 
“references to the geographical responsibility, 
‘of Japan for the ‘economic development of 
her neighbours in the Far East and for the 
preservation of thelr sovereignty which have 
confused the issue still further. It seems 
strange to some people that the Japanese 
press should claim geographical responsibil 
ties for territories two thousand or more: 
miles away, and not for territories like the 
Soviet Murilime Provinces which are just next 
door, While it may be that difficulties in| 
translation account for part of the obscurity’ 
of the slogans being used by the Tokyo press, 
there is unhappily something so Nazi about: 
the claims of geographical responsibilities 
..and the rights which a nation’s position on & 
‘map give to it, that there can be little doubt 
whence comes’ the inspiration for this line 
of reasoning. Geographical position carries

but certainly confers no rights on one nation 
at the expense of another. 

Owing to'the control of thought ‘and of 
‘expression of opinion which is exercised in 
Japan, the Japanese Government cannot 
altogether shrug off the responsibility for the 
Brovocative views and distortions of fact 
which are printed in the metropolitan 
newspapers. In countries where there is 
little or no eontrol, such as the United States 
‘and Britain, “the’ Government ‘can justly, 
claim that it has nothing to do with the 
more lurld opinions expressed ‘by the 
newspapers. But where control exists, 
there is some excuse for regarding the press| 
ag the alter-ego of the official spokesman— 
fan alter ego which can be repudiated or 
contradicted at will, but whose existence has 
definitely to be taken into account by other| 
nations in the calculation of their policles. 
In circumstances. like this a press which 





makes itself look ridiculous is in danger of 
‘making its government also look ridiculous 
which is 2 much more serious matter. 
Some of the charges which have been made 
against “foxy in,” as one newspaper 
describes the Empire, have been so fantastic 
that if they had been made in any other 
ress, the reader would believe that the 
writers had their tongues in their cheeks, 
‘The British have been credited—or should it 
be debited?—with the deepest guile over the 
alleged appearance of HLM.S. Warspite in 
the Gulf of Siam. Many British subjects 
would be only too glad to believe that thelr 
permanent officials were capable of such sulle, 
ond their first reaction is to treat the allega- 
tion-as a good joke. Their second reaction 
might be to rank it alongside that other 
strange jption which sees an intention | 
of the United States to “seize” Vladivostok.

MYSTERIOUS explosion rocked’ the north of the Soochow 

Creek area at 6.55 p.m. yesterday and started one of the biggest 
fires in recent weeks, the mystery being further deepened by the 
fact that the building to go up in flames was the “Central China 
Daily News,” a Wang Ching-wei organ in North Honan Road, only 
a few feet from the Embankment Building. Two persons were 
reported to have sustained slight injuries in the explosion and 
were taken to hospital in an S.F.B, emergency ambulance. 


- ‘Traffic over the Honan Road bridge 
and ‘along North Honan. Road. was 
completely disrupted, while hundreds 
‘of Chinese watched ‘the flames from 
the bridge, ‘They were later forced 
4, leave by the police.” Several irot~ 
ley-buses were feft stranded on the 
southern side at the bridge, and these 
were eventually towed ‘away, only 
‘one, right in the centre of the bridge. 
being lett,
